By a fhip arrived from Janeiro, fe- 
veral letters are received, written to peérfons of that country 
by.othera from Buenos- Ayres } among which is a letter from 
Arequipa, which elucidates giany circumftances, publifhed 
lately concerning the troubles arifen in that.city; we have 
thought proper to infert the faid letter, as it may intereft and 
fatisty the curiofity of the public. 

‘© Arequipa, Fan. 26. The menaces which appeared in 
many pafquinadés and other more infolent papers, fixed up 
in the public places, began to be realized in the night of the 
13th init. by a tumult before the Cuftom-honufe. On the 
14th, the rioters began to pillage it : they burat the papers 
therein, and Aole 4000 pialters in fpecie: ‘The Governor 
and his fubalterns made their efcape, except the principal of- 
ficer, whofe head they pierced through with a javelin. In 
the night of the 15th,. the commotion became general and 
diforderly among the populace... They entirely {tripped the 
houfe of the Corrigidore of every thing, leaving only the 
bare walls : An office in which were 30,900 pialters in fpecie 
belonging to one of the farmers, named Don Jofeph Cam- 
paros, met with the fame fate; and the rioters forced opon 
alithe jails, and let loofe the prifoners. On the 16th the 
nobility and the principal inhabitants of the city put them- 
felves into a better potture of defence: They formed a com- 
pany of Nobles conimanded by Arrambida, and a party of 
grenadiers under the orders of Solates. About four in the 
afternoon I got my regiment together: Nine companies fe- 
cured the entrauces of the city, and patrolled there, Two 
parties formed one againft the Cuftom-houfe, the other com- 
pofed ofthe populace again{t the Corrigidore and fome other 
perfons. Notwith{tanding the ftate of defence in which we 
were put, the Indians of Pampa came and affailed us the 
fame night at ten o’clock, to the number of above 800. The 
company of Don Raymundo Telan, who guarded that en- 
trance, made a good refittance; but was at laft forced by a 
fhower of flones to retire to the fqaare St Maria: He was 
then joined by the company of Nobles, by that of the gre- 
nadiers, and by three other of cavalry, who obliged the In- 
dians to retreat, leaving many dead and wounded on the road 
to Pampa. An hour after midnight not an Indian remained 
behind ; and on the 17th in the morning, I travarfed, with 
our companies, all the roads and the barracks fituated on the 
cminences, and made many prifoners. 

The fame day, the 17th, in the evening, two companies 
of cavalry, and that of the Nobles, fet fire to all the bar- 
racks of Pampa, and deftroyed the greateft part of them. 
The day following fix Indians were hanged. Many wouad-
